We call attention; to a communica- 
tion in this issue regarding the Nar- 
berth Plan for reducing the cost of 
living. Additional point is given to 
the arguments presented by news just 
received from Wilkes-Barre. Pa. Coun- 
ty Food Administrator, W. O. Wash- 
burn 1 , made plans to reduce the price 
of milk in Wilkes-Barre by systema- 
tizing routes aind decreasing overhead 
charges. These plans resulted in the 
reduction of the price of milk from 
fourteen cents to twelve cents per 
quart. 

If simply re-routing deliveries will 
effect a saving of fifteen per (rent, 
think of the possibilities of saving 
when all the other waste efforts of 
the retailer are cut out. The Narberth 
Plan will not only re-route deliveries, 
liut will in a dozen other ways reduce 
the overhead cost of doing business. 
We commend Narberth housewives to 
put on their thinking-caps, and not 
let this opportunity escape them. Let 
Nflirberth be the first to. adopt the 
plan.

To the Editor of Our Town: 

The Narberth Plan, so ably devised 
and explained by Mr. A. B. Ross, ap- ' 
peajs to me because it provides foe a 
square deal to all four interests con- ' 
cerned — the consumer, retail dealer,; 
wholesaler and the bank. It aims to j 
eliminate an economic waste, an ob-i 
ject especially to be desired at this, 
time when every dollar must do full 1 
duty. The 15 to 20 per cent, that will[ 
be saved is money that is now prac- i 
tically thrown away. ! 

Mr. Ross has made, a thorough study [ 
of this subject, and any statement lie 
makes is entitled to belief. He has 
pointed put that 75 per cent of the re- 
tail grocers go to the financial scrap j 
heap every ten years. This means j 
that there are too many in the field; j 
there is not enough business to go 
around, and take care of the overhead 
charges. If the grocer who does a 
business of $20,000 a year is given 
an opportunity to increase it to ?50- 
000.00, he can exist on a lower i>et 
profit. 

This plan, as presented to the re- 
tailer, the wholesaler and the bank, 
has met with their unqualified ap- 
proval. It now remains for the con- 
sumer to give it a trial. On the ba.-'is 
of each member of the organization 
paying 50 cents per month for the ser- 
vices of the necessary secretary to 
handle the details of the business, it 
will require about 200 families to jo ! n 
in the experiment. I understand that 
thus far between 50 and CO have given 
their assent. I hope the others favor- 
ing a trial of the plan will commun- 
icate with Mr. E. A. Muschamp at 
once. If there any points not under- 
stood, he will be glad to explain thorn. 

Secy. Redfield, in his admirable nd- 
dress before the Manufacturers Club 
on Monday evening, made a remark 
right to the point. He said: "One hun- 
dred million separate individualities 
in America will lose us the war. If 
America can forget individualities so 
long as to pull together in the light 
of truth, we must win." 

This applies to the individual con- 
sumer and the Narberth plan. The 
consumer must make some sacrifices, 
to accomplish anything for the com- 
mon good. Doubtless many ladies are 
reluctant to give up their present 
method of buying, which they have 
followed for years. But is it not 
worth while to make the slight sacri- 
fice involved in trying out a plan so 
carefully thought out, which appeals 
so strongly to the business instincts 
of the other three parties to the plan? 

The outlook is for even higher prices 
this year than last. A fortunate few 
can stand this, but think of the many 
who will suffer severely by a further 
advance in the cost of necessaries of 
life. Let us follow Secretary Red- 
field's advice, forget our individual- 
ities, and join in a patriotic effort to 
make every penny develop the high- 
est possible efficiency.

What secret, malign 
influence is it, that so effectually 
blocks every effort to relieve the situa- 
tion? It seems incredible that with 
the best brains of the country working 
for months on this problem, it should 
still be unsolved.

He says 
that "300,000 miserable human beings, 
dying from cold and hunger, groaned 
in Paris alone — In that Paris where, 
in spite of the boast that scarcely an- 
other city contained so many rich 
people, nothing had been prepared to 
prevent the poor from perishing from 
cold and wretchedness.

kan coast in 1811 the only name it 
bore was the one used by the Indian.3, 
and the early white settlers and ex- 
plorers, with the unconlventionality 
common in new communities, gave it 
a nickname based on superficial ap- 
pearances. So long as the fish was 
practically unutilized the mis- 
nomer was of little moment, but 
now that it is entering into 
commerce it becomes deceptive 
and not only runs the risk of being 
banned under the pure food laws, but 
is actually misleading to the consum- 
er, who may buy the fish under the 
impression that in its edible qualities 
it resembles the cod. 

An authority on dietetics in the 
department of home 1 economics of the 
University of Washington says that 
sablefish "is excellent from an eco- 
nomic standpoint, as there is little 
waste, being almost free from bonas 
an;', requiring very little time for 
cooking. It is [suitable for the humblest 
home on account of its price and for 
the millionaire's table from its fitness 
of texture and delicious flavor." 

Until now its excellence has been 
known to but few persons on the Pa- 
cific coast. It has been caught more or 
less freely by the halibut fishermen 
for many years, but has been regarded 
as a nuisance rather than at its true 
worth because, with the character- 
istic American heedlessness of the 
value of natural resources, it has been 
neglected/ by the consumer and there 
has been no market for it. Millions 
of pounds have been returned to the 
sea annually, while the people who 
should have been using it have bec-n 
clamoring for investigations into the 
reasons for the high cost of living. 

The sablefish as caught averages 
about fifteen pounds in weight, al- 
though it grows much larger. To ob- 
tain the fish at its best the housewife 
should buy it still "in the frost" and 
thaw it in cold water immediately be- 
fore using. 

Culinary experts advise that the fish 
should not be allowed to stand unduly 
long in water and that it should be 
handled carefully in cooking, as the 
flaky character of the cooked flesh 
causes it to break apart readily.
